FOURTH GENERAL ISSUE. 


The fourth general issue (14 July, 1869 to 16 Feb’y, 1875) Mr. Cunningham 
has divided into two series; Scott’s catalogue gives four; but I recognize seven 
distinct series. As 3and 5 cent nickel coins were at this date in circulation, 
these values were not included in this issue of paper money which consisted 
of 10, 15, 25 and 50 cent notes. The ten cent note, 3 3-16,inches wide and 2% 
inches high, has a large bust of ‘‘Liberty’’ occupying left end of note with 
the reading to right; a neat border has the word TEN in each corner, and 10 
in large numerals near upper right corner. The back has ornamental work 
covering nearly whole of note. On this at each end are the figures 10 with 
TEN above and CENTS below, and the inscription in central oval. : 

The 15 cent note is very similar to the 10 cent; the bust of Columbia takes 
the place of Liberty. The value is omitted from the corners, and the num- 
erals in upper right corner are much larger; the note is 34 inches wide and 21 
inches high. The back has large 15 at each end, with the inscription in seg- 
mental lines above and below an ornamental centre. 

The 25 cent note is 3 13-16 inches wide, 24 inches high, has bust of Wash- 
ington to left and large 25 in centre of right end; the general arrangement 
being the same as on the. smaller values. The back is similar to last with 
large 25 in centre. 
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The 50 cent note has a fine portrait of Lincoln to right, with the usual 
reading on the left two-thirds. Fifty.cents in letters and figures are across 
the center of this portion. The note is 43-16 inches wide, 1§ inches high. 
The back has the wording ina central eight pointed space, with FIFTY 
CENTS above and 50 in numerals twice below; the numerals also occur twice 
near each end; all upon a fine piece of ornamental work. 

All the faces are printed in black and the backs in green. ‘The notes of 
second and third issues were printed by the Government, but of the fourth 
issue the imprints show that the American Bank Note Co. printed the faces. 
of the 10 and 50 cent notes and the backs of the 15 and 25 cent, the other side 
of each note being printed by the National Bank Note Co. 

On the face of each note is printed, in carmine, the U.S. seal, and it is ene 
size of this seal, together with the kind of paper on which they are printed, 
that must be considered in assigning these notes to the various series. 

The first series are the four values printed on a white bond paper with wa- 
ter marks. I have found the seal to be not quite round: about 1 19-32 inches 
wide and 1 18-32 inches high. Scott numbers these notes 57, 58, 59 and 60. 

Series two: Scott’s 61, 62, 63 and 64 are the same notes printed 0n a water- 
marked paper, into which a small quantity of pink silk fibres have been in- 
troduced. The seal is a lighter shade of carmine than on series one, even 
when printed so strongly as to tinge the entire face of note. I have the 10 
cent of this series on which the seal is printed a light brown; possibly the 
other values exist of this variety. 

Series three are the notes as described, on paper with pink fibres but with 
no trace of watermarks; I have the three lower values, but have not yet seen 
the fifty cent. I have found the seal more nearly ro in this series: 1 19-32 
inches in diameter. 

Scott’s 65, 66 and 67 are the three lower values known as large seal, blue end 
notes; no 50 cent note accompanies them. These notes I divide into two 
series, as follows: 

Series four are printed on a paper with left two-thirds of note containing 
pink fibres and tinted pink, the right one-third havi ing blue fibres and tinted 
lavender. 

Series five is printed on paper with fibres similarly distributed, but the left 
of note is not tinted and the right one-third is stained a decided blue. I have 
found the seals on the fourth and fifth series to be 1 18-32 inches wide and 1 
20-32 inches high. If this irregularity in the shape of the seal is attributable 
to the stretching or shrinking of the paper during process of printing, it is 
curious that the distortion of the earlier series should be in one direction and 
_ that of the later in another. 

I have a 10 cent note allied to the fifth series with the seal printed a dark 
_ rich purple-brown; the other values also may be found to form another series. 

The sixth series is on same paper as series five; the seal is of same design 
but with sharper and clearer lines, only a shade over 14 inches in diameter and 
is round; they are known as small seal notes. With this series is included a 
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new 50 cent note bearing on the left a portrait of E. M. Stanton, Secretary of 
War, and in five lines in center of remaining portion of note ‘*Fractional-Cur- 
rency | United States | Fifty | Cents | 50.’’ The back shows a large ‘‘50 cents”’ 
on ornamental oval to right, and the inscription to left; all in a rectangular 
ornamental frame. This back is printed in green by the American Bank - 
Note Co. The face bears.no imprint, but at right end is ‘Patented July 24, 
1866’’. If the patent is on the design, the paper or the combination I cannot | 
say. 

The red seal is only 13-16 inch in diameter and the note is 44 inches wide 
and 1% inches high. 

These sixth series notes are Scotts 68, 69, 70 and 71. 

The “‘‘short stain’ 50 cent 's a scarce variety of the Stanton note with only 
2 inch of the end stained blue. I have placed this note in my album with ser- 
ies five, not because it belongs there but for convenience in, arrangement. 

My seventh series are the four values as in series six, also with small seals, 
but on a distinctly different paper; the fibres to right are blue and black and 
the stain is light, the notes having aclean gray appearance, very different 
from tne blue stained ends.

WAR DECORATIONS. 


Orders and decorations of chivalry are so numerous in most of the countries 
of the world that an attempt even to name them, without pretending to de- 
scribe their origin or character, would be a formidable undertaking. But 
among the profusion of these glittering tokens of honor there are compara- 
tively few which are given for bravery alone, without any restriction of class 
which may be won as readily by the private soldier in the field or the ordin- 


ary seaman in a naval fight as by the general or the admiral. Every country 
has its decorations for military services, but since many of them convey priv- 
ileges of rank and nobility they demand a certain social standing of the recip- 
ient, and hence are not to be won by the rank and file in the army and navy. 

One of the most famous of the few great orders for valor which makes no 
distinction of class is the Victoria Cross of Great Britain. It was instituted 
at the close of the Crimean campaign in 1856, the queen deeming it desirable 
- to have some suitable reward of the kind for her brave soldiers and sailors. 
The Victoria Cross is given only to those who perform in the enemy’s pres- 
ence some signal act of valor or devotion to country. It may be granted to 
volunteers as well as to the regular forces, if the volunteers are serving 
against an enemy to Great Britain. The decoration consists of a plain Mal- 
tese cross, in bronze, having in the center the royal crown, surmounted by the 
lion; and beneath the crown a scroll with the words ‘‘For valour.” 

On the reverse are inscribed the name of the recipient and the date of the. 
deed of gallantry for which the cross was conferred. The ribbon which goes 
with the cross is blue for the navy and red for the army. On the clasp which 
attaches cross and ribbon are two branches of laurel. Bronze bars are added 
to the ribbon for further brave deeds on the part of the holder, and these bars 
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are inscribed with the names of the actions in which the services were ren- 
dered. A pension of £10 a year accompanies the decoration. A curious and 
interesting fact in regard to the bronze of which the Victoria Cross is made 
is that it is the metal of guns which have been taken from the enemy. 

The manner in which a soldier in the field is recommended for the cross is 
as follows: His action, having been observed by his own commanding officer, 
is reported to the general commanding the army or the division. He, in 
turn, transmits the news to the British secretary of state for war, who in- 
forms the queen. The awarding of the Victoria cross is always announced in 
“The Gazette,’’? and a full description is published of the act of conspicuous 
bravery which won the honor. The recipient is entitled thereafter to sign 
after his name the letters ‘‘V. C.’’ Asa matter of fact, however, this privi- 
lege has never been used by the rank and file, but has been confined to the of- 
ficers who have received the cross. Why this should beso it is difficult to 
say: certainly it argues great modesty on the part of Tommie Atkins and his 
brother Jack of the navy. It may be, too that the commissioned officers dis- 
couraged the assumption of the ‘‘V. C.’’ by those under them. 

During the terrible Indian mutiny in 1857 the cross was conferred many 
times upon private soldiers. A notable case was that of a young drummer 
who helped to fasten the powder bags on the gates of Delhi. By means of 
this act the British troops were enabled to get possession of the city. An- 

- other instance of the winning of the cross at this time was that furnished by 
an Irish private soldier, who carried amid the greatest dangers and hard- 
ships an urgent message frum the besieged garrison of Lucknow to Sir Colan 
Campbell, begging him to hasten to the relief of the city. A recent ‘presen- 
tation of the Victoria Cross which has attracted universal interest is its 
gift to Piper Findlater, of the Gordon Highlanders, who distinguished him- 
self at Dargai Ridge, in northern India, last September. 

The most coveted military decoration of Germany is the famous Iron Cross, 
founded by Frederick William III, of Prussia, on March 10, 1813, for patriot- 
ic bravery in the wars against Napoleon. It was revived ina slightly modi- 
fied form by William I in the Franco-Prussian war. and was awarded by him 
to his son, the late Emperor Frederick, for the victory of Wissemburg, ‘on 
August 4, 1870. About forty thousand persons were decorated in 1870-71, or 
during the war. The Cross, as its name indicates, is of iron, set off by a 
silver rim. It is of the Maltese shape, like the Victoria Cross. In the upper 
limb the letters “FE. W.” (Frederick William), surmounted by a crown. At 
‘the base of the lower limb is the date, 1813 or 1815, and in the center of the 
cross is a cluster of three oak leaves. The ribbon from which the cross hangs 
is black with a white border. From among his many orders and decorations 

.the Iron Cross was Prince Bismarck’s favorite, and was usually the one he 
wore. 

Another Prussian military decoration is the Order of Merit, founded in 1740 
by Frederick the Great. It consists of a blue enamelled cross, bearing the 
letter ‘‘F,’’ the words ‘‘Pour le Merite’’ and a device of golden eagles. Since 
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1810 it has been given exclusively for distinction on the field. There is also a 
civil class of the Order for Merit, established in recent years to reward prom- 
inence in science and the arts. 

The badge of the great French order, the Legion of Honor, is termed a 
cross, but is in reality a star, with five double rays or points. ‘The order was 
established by Napoleon in May, 1802, at the time of the Consulate. During 
his campaign many brave acts were recognized by the granting of the Cross 
of the Legion. On December 2, 1805, the day of his great victory at Auster- 
litz, ‘‘the battle of the three emperors,’’ Napoleon gave cross from his own 
breast to a grenadier of the Imperial Guard who had saved the emperor’s life 
from an attack by a Russian soldier. 

The star or cross which is the emblem of the order has undergone many 
modifications since it was first designed, owing to the succession of changes 
in the politics and government of France. : In its original form, the effigy of 
Napoleon appeared in the circle in the center of the star. In Louis Phil- 
ippe’s time the head of Henri IV replaced that of Bonaparte. Napoleon III 
restored once more the imperial character of the badge, and finally, upon the 
establishment of the third republic, in 1870, the decoration was altered to its 
present form. 

The star is of white enamel, mounted upon gold or silver, according to the 
gerade in which it is conferred. It rests upon a wreath, half oak and half lau- 
rel. Inits center, where the heads of Napoleon and Henry IV figured at var- 
ious periods, is now an effigy of the republic, with the words ‘‘Republique 
Francaise.’? On the reverse side are two tricolor standards, with the device 
‘Honneur et Patrie.”’ 

The Cross of the Legion of Honor is conferred for political and scientific 
distinction, as well as for military and naval valor. In the army or navy a 
private soldier or sailor wins the distinction only by special bravery, though 
it may be conferred upon an officer after twenty years of good and faithful 
service. , 

The medal of honor of the United States is less widely known than the 
decorations just described, but it belongs to the same class, being granted for 

‘pravery to the men of the army and navy. It was established by acts of 
congress on July 12, 1862, and March 38, 18638, to be giyen to non-commissioned 
officers and privates for gallantry in action and soldier-like qualities Two 
thousand medals were ordered to be issued. An instance in the course of the 
war when an entire regiment received the decoration took place at the battle. 
of Gettysburg on July 1, 1863. The twenty-seventh Regiment of Maine vol- 
unteered in a body to remain for tne battle, although its term of enlistment 
had expired. All the members received medals. Since the civil war the 
medal has been bestowed for services in the various campaigns against the 
Indians. The first act for which the medal was conferred was that of As- 
ssistant Surgeon Bernard Irwin, who in February, 1861, volunteered to com- 
‘mand a body of soldiers against the Apaches in Arizona and succeeded in de- 
feating them, Whether the medal will be granted for services in the present 
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war remains to be seen, but it is probable that there have been many instanc- 
es of heroism to deserve it. 

In shape the medal is a five-pointed star, each point being tipped with a 
trefoil. In the points are clusters of oak and laurel. ‘The medal is of bronze, 
thus maintaining the simplicity and lack of intrinsic value which character- 
izes the Victoria and Iron crosses, and which is suitable for an order of valor. 
In its-center, surrounded by a circle of stars, is the figure of America. Hold- 
ing in her right hand a shield blazoned with the arms of the United States, 
she is repulsing Discord, represented by a figure holding snakes in each hand. 
Above the star are two cannon crossed and surmounted by the American 
exgle. The clasp is composed of the American arms, and the medal is at- 
tached to it by a ribbon.of the stars and stripes. 


RECENT FINDS OF ANCIENT MANUSCRIPT AND JUDEAEN COINS IN 
PALESTINE. 


For several years a German preacher, antiquarian and numismatist of Wal- 
broel, has been at work, personally and through agents, in excavations in 
Lecnisch, Palestine. His name is Brusselbach and he has lately issued a mon- 
ograph on the subject of his wonderful ‘‘finds” in this place where in 70 A. D. 
upon the destruction of the Temple and City of Jerusalem, many of the treas- 
ures were removed. Here he has found manuscripts written by Moses him- 
self, relating to the early biblical books. In relation to this Dr. Bruessel- 
bach says: ‘‘ The result of our investigation is that the manuscript, judging 
from all external and internal evidence, is genuine Mosaic. If this be so, the 
religious world is on the point of some startling discoveries, for where one 
manuscript is found there may be others and the next manuscript unearthed 
may contain some portion of the Bible in this ancient script, thus supporting 
the tradition of the Mosaic authorship of the Pentateuch, or parts of it at 
least. 

The Palestine Exploration Fund of England party, who have been excavat- 
ing in the same locality, reports also many interesting disoveries, among 
them a coin of earlier date than any heretofore known. The oldest Hebrew 
coin discovered before this time bore the date of 143 -B. C., and Bruessel- 
bach’s party discovered a large bronze coin of David’s time. It shows the 
crown of David whicn is a circlet of stars. The crown was said according to 
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the story, to be made of gold of the value of a talent. The inscription about 
the coin reads: ‘‘David, King of Jerusalem.’’On the reverse is an eight- 
stringed harp, with the inscription: ‘‘Fear ye, repent ye. who are strong in 
faith.” Scholars and nnmismatists alike are exhibiting deep interest in this 
coin which was struck off almost three thousand years ago and passed cur- 
rent among tne subjects of King David in Jerusalem. 
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The Scal of Colomon. 

Among the more notable discovery reported by Dr. Bruesselbach is that of 
the ‘‘seal of Solomon’. There is no story more clearly remembered by those 
who have read the ‘‘Arabian Nights” than that of the mystic ring by which 
- the genii were summoned to the service of its possessor. Arabic and Hebrew 
literature is full of the legends of the wonders performed by the might of Sol- 
omon’s seal, made through the wisdom of this wisest of monarchs. The in- 
scription is not so easy to read as those on the coins because of the peculiar 
shape of the letters and the fact that they are interwoven with the design on 
the seal. The name of Solomon has been deciphered. If this is the genuine 
seal of Solomon, it also has on it ‘‘the ineffable name’’ of God, Jehovah, but 
Bruesselbach has not been able to make this out to his own satisfaction amid 
the various lines traced upon its surface. 
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Another coin brought to light is evidently to be located about 175 B. 
C., in the time of the king-priest, Jason. The inscription is in a peculiar di- 
alect of Syro-Aramaic belonging to that period and written from left to right 
contrary to the Hebrew custom in writing. The decipherment of the in- 
scription is ‘‘K. Jehason G. Coin of the City,’’ which is translated, ‘‘Jason, 
the high priest (Kohen Gedol) of Israel.’’ On the reverse is a palm branch 
and a smoking alter, illustrating the priestly function of offering sacrifices in 
the temple. Strictly speaking Jason is not a Biblical character, for he lived 
in the time just following the close of the Biblical period, the accounts of 
which are very scanty. A seal ring, bearing the name of Simeon, the Macca- 
bee, who ruled 143-145 B. C., was among the other discoveries. The inscrip- 
is most distinct of all, being the most recent, and is therefore more easily 
read than the others. The letters are arranged around a Seven-pointed star, 
and run: ‘‘Simeon, the high priest.”’ 


To Test the Discoveries. . 

While Dr. Bruesselbach has made no attempt to exploit his discoveries, he 
claims that there is no doubt of their authenticity. At the same time he Says 
that there is likely to be controversy regarding the genuineness of some of 
them and he therefore proposes to place these and other manuscripts, coins 
and rings, which he has dug up, before competent scholars to settle, if pos- 
sible, beyond a doubt, the question of their accuracy. 

The fact that he has found a manuscript purporting to come from the 
hands of Moses, bearing his name and that of Joshua (his successor) on the 
margin, written in very primitive characters on the most primitive material 
ever found, would seem to be important in itself. But there have been skil- 
ful forgeries of such documents before now, and, untila number of experts 
have passed upon the matter, judgment may have to be suspended. This dis- 
covery is, however, in line with other startling finds of the past few years. 
The unearthing at Nippur of inscriptions which carry civilization back to 
5,000 or 6,000 years B. C., showing that the art of printing was known and 
practiced at that early day, settles one of the objections which has frequent- 
ly been raised against the possibility of Moses having written any part of the 
bible, the natural doubt as to the use of writing at that early date. 

Tine discoveries of Dr. Bruesselbach will certainly arouse widespread inter- 
est and awaken renewed enthusiasm for the work of exploration in the Holy 
Land.

NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OF LONDON.

A meeting of the Numismatic Society of London was held on December 16, 
1898, Dr. O. Codrington in the chair. Major D. Carnegie and H. W. Monck- 
ton were elected members. Mr. W. C. Boyd exhibited two copper coins of 
Constantine the Great, struck while Caesar. 

_ Both were of the ‘‘Genio Populi Romani” type, but one was remarkable in 

having on the obverse the Bust of Constantine, armed with spear and shield. 
This particular type appears to have been hitherto unknown. Mr. L. A. 
Lawrence exhibited a six-pence of Charles I, of the Lower Mint, with the 
triangle mint mark. It weighed eighty-four grains, or nearly double the 
weight of the then current six-pence. Mr. J. B. Caldecott showed a series of 
Spanish silver coins, counter-struck for currency in Jamaica. The earlier 
pieces were countermarked with “G. R.’’? in script letters under a crown. 
Mr. L. A. Lawrence read a paper on a find of groats of late Plantagenet and 
early Tudor times. He pointed out that the state of the coins served asa 
guide to their chronological issue,.and showed that the evidence afforded by 
the hoard confirmed the sequence of the mint marks of Edward IV and Hen- 
ry VII, asrecently suggested by him. Mr. J. E- Pritchard communicated a 
paper on copper and lead tokens. struck at Bristol in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. From tha evidence of orders in councii and cor- 
poration records, it would appear that though rarely met with at the present 
time, these tokens were issued in very large numbers in 1578 and following 
years, and formed the principal currency in Bristol and the immediate neigh- 
borhood. The issue of the sixteenth century pieces also lasted until 1679, 
which was several years after the general suppression of such tokens.

D., of Lancaster, N. Y., corresponding members.

1897 BROKE THE RECORD IN GOLD COINAGE. 


Geo. E. Roberts, director of the mint, in his annual report says that the 
that the gold coinage of the world in 1897 was the largest recorded, amount- 
in value to $327,719,342, against $195,899,517 in 1896. Of the former sum $146,- 
622,194 was recoinage, and approximately $291,097,148, a net addition to the 
stock of gold coins. The principal coinage was by the United States, Great 
Britian, Russia, Germany, Austria-Hungary, France and Japan. The extra- 
ordinary coinage of the yearis accounted for by the preparation of Russia, 
Austria- Hungary and Japan for their monetary reforms. In the case of 
Russia particularly, gold which has been accumalating for years, much of it 
in bars, was passed through the mints to prepare it for circulation. 

“Great as was the world’s production of gold in 1897,’ continued the di- 
rector, ‘‘amounting to the value of $237,504,800, and exceeding that of 1896 by 
$34,822,500, it is, judging by the returns already at hand, certain that the 
product of 1898 will be still greater.”’ 

Reviewing the efforts of the Wolcott international bimetallic commission, 
the director says that the sentiment in favor of a bimetallic money standard, 
supported by international agreement, had found expression, not only by the 
legislative bodies of France and Germany, but of Great Britain, and it had, 
therefore, seemed opportune that a conference should be held, with a view to 
ascertaining what concerted action might be agreed upon. 

Mr. Roberts adds: ‘‘A single nation, acting alone, is certain to lose the 
dearer metal entirely and retain only the cheaper as its standard.” 
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WE herewith present our readers with a faithful copy of a nondescript med- 
al with a request for information concerning its history, origin and use. The 
metal is lead or pewter and bears evidence of having been cast in a sand mole. 
The editor has one similar in his collection but has never been able to learn 
anything of its history. The specimen illustrated above is from the-collection 
of Charles Pape, of Effingham, II1l., and is for sale.

EDITORIAL thanks are extended to Charles Morris, Esq., of Chicago, I11., 
for a copy of Franco-American Jetons, a compilation by Ed Frossard, assisted 
by Chas. Morris, and to whom he dedicated the monograph. These Franco- 
American Jetons were struck between the years 1525 and 1758, under the 
authority of the French government, to commemorate the colonization of 
Canada and the Mississippi Valley and also to glorify the extension of French 


rule in these new colonies. We extract. the following from the preface: 


‘Among Americans, Chas. E. Amthon was the first to turn his attention to 
the subject. The result of his observations was embodied in an article pub- 
lished in the American Journal of Numismatics for January, 1879. He was 
followed by the Hon. Geo. W. Parsons, who wrote a scholarly and exhaustive 
treatise on these Jetons from an historical point of view, likewise published 
in the American Journal of Numismatics, and Ptah karate reprinted in 
pamphlet form. 

General descriptive lists of Franco- American Jetons ts also been pub- 
lished in Zay’s ‘‘Historic Monetaire des Colonies Francaises,”’ in Betts’ ‘‘Am- 
erican Colouial History, Illustrated by Cotemporary Medals,” in Leroux’ 
‘‘Le Medaillier du Canada,” and in Briton’s ‘‘Monnaies and Jetons du Cana- 
da.”’ 

The first attempt at detailed descriptions of the Franco-American Jetons 
was made by the writer in the catalogue ofs the J. V. Palmer sale, January, 
1884, where 22 different specimens were offered, all minutely described and 
illustrated by a photogravure plate. Subsequently a list descriptive of 27 
pieces was published in Numisma for March, 1884. 

The present effort is one to complete the list as far as possible and 52 pieces 
are described and illustrated. The work is one that will interest and delight 
all interested in this braneh of our science and is a credit to its compiler and 
the collection which forms the basis of the compilation is onein which Mr. 
Morris can well take great pride. The edition is limited to 100 copies and 
the price placed at $1.00 per copy; 15 pages and 2 photogravure plates.
